Tokio Scientist Succeeds in 
Transmutation, American 


Society Is Informed. 


By the Associated [Prees. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Announce- 
ment was made today by the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society that, accord- 
ing to advices from Tokio, Prof. 
Hantaro Nagaokai, Japanese sci- 
entist, has transmuted mercury in- 
to gold. A microscopical picture 
of the gold, which he is said to 
have produced from the mercury, 
has been taken, it was reported. 
The process used is described as 
follows: 

“By using a mercury lamp. the 
anode of which is exposed in air 
for more than 200 hours, under 
the electromotive force of 22 
volts, Prof. Nagaokai obtained 
about five-tenths gram of soct 
from which was obtained one mit- 
ligram of gold. A white metal has 
been found in the soot which is 
supposed to belong to the plati- 
num group.” 

For 15 years Prof. Nagaokai has 
studied spectrum lines of mercury. 
The process by which he is said to 
have produced gold from mercury 
is similar to that attempted by 
scientists in this country.

FLYING FIELD BOUGHT | 
FOR USE OF CITY 


Purchase Part of Plan to Bring 
Government Air Mail 
Service Here. 


Lambert-St. Louls Field, at 
Bridgeton, where the international 
alr races were held in October, 
1923, has been purchased by Al- 
bert Bond Lambert and the St. 
Louls Aeronautic Corporation. Its 
use is to be guaranteed to the city 
of St. Louls and the United States 
Government, free of charge, for 
the next 10 years, for aviation and 
aeronautic purposes, particularly 


for the air mall service, which it 
is hoped now to bring to St. Louis. 

This was announced by Lambert, 
wealthy drug manufacturer and 
aviation enthusiast, after the filing 
of the deed at the Recorder's of- 
fice in Clayton today. The deed 
shows the purchase of the property 
frem Mrs. Mary J. Weldon by Lam- 
bert, for $68,352. The field has 
169 acres. 

Lambert said he put up the 
greater part of the money, and that 
the rest was put up by the St. 
Louis Aeronautic Corporation, of 
which W. Frank Carter ig the ac- 
tive head. The Aeronautic Corpor- 
ation has held an option for the 
purchase of the field. : 

Field Free to Government. 

The deed contains a specific 
clause, assuring the free use of the 
field to the city and.the Govern- 
ment for the 10-year period. 

“Without such an assurance,” 
Lambert said, “the Government 
would not consider the matter. 

“A delegation will visit Wash- 
ington soon, and will inform the 
Government as to the field’s new 
status. At that time, the endeavor 
will be to bring the air mail serv- 
ice here immediately. The matter 
of establishing a unit of air troops 
here, to be stationed at the field, 
will also be taken up with the War 
Department.” 

Commercial aviators will. also 
have free use of the field. Ilam- 
bert said, as it is the purpose to 
afford a landing and starting place 
for “everything in the air” that can 
be brought to this region. 

It is Lambert's idea that. within 
the 10-year period, in which the 
value of the field can be demon- 
strated, it will be acquired either 
by the Government or by the city, 
so that dt will remain in public 


| use after the end of the period. 


Plans for more hangars and 
sheds aré being made Lambert 
said. The housing facilities at the 
field were lessened by a recent fire. 

Lambert Specds Up Program. 

The acquisition of the field fol- 
lows a proposition made by the 
Flying Club of St. Louts to the 
Aeronautic Corporation. more than 
a year ago. The Flying Club pro- 
posed that the Aeronautic Corpora- 
tion should place in trust the $12.- 
000 surplus which remained after 
all expenses of the air met were 
met, and that this sum, with $13.- 
000 to be raised by the Flying Club 
within five years, shou!d be used to 
make the first payment on the fleld. 

Lambert, by assuming a large 


part of the responsibility for thre | 
purchase, has made it possible to’ 


speed up this program, and to give 


immediate assurance to she Gov- | 
ernment that the field will be avalil- | 
able for {ts use for the 10-year | 


period.

18, 1923, extended an invitation to 
the Powers signatory to The Hague 
convention, including the United 
States, to participate in an interna- 
tional conference called for the

| lowing principles, subject. to res- 
ervations made by certain nations 
regarding the smoking of opium: 

“Firstly, if the purpose of The 
Hague opium convention is to be 
achieved according to its spirit and 
true intent, it must be recognized 


that the use of opium products for 


other than medical and scientific 
purposes is abuse and not legiti- 
mate. ne . 
“Secondly, tn order to prevent 
abuse of these products, it is nee- 
essary to exercise control of the 
production of raw opium in such a 
manner that there shall be no sur- 
plus available for nonmedical and 
nonscientific purposes.’ 

“The joint resolution adopted by 
the Congress of the United States 
on May 15, 1924, authorizing our 
participation in the present confer- 
ence quoted the principles referred 
to in the preamble and expressly 
stipulated ‘that the representatives 
of the United States ehall sign no 
agreement which does not fulfill 
the conditions necessary for sup- 
pression of the narcotic drug traf- 


fic as set forth In the preamble.’ .|
